Walter L. Watmough, 28 of Hanna 
and K, Jaristo, of Edmonton, a Polish 
“displaced person”, met death as the 
res.it of crushing while working in 
a water-line trenciy) on Wednesday, 
September 21, a coron21’s jury deter- 
mined at a hearing in Brooks. The 
inquiry was presided over by Dr. il, 
G. Claxton, local coroner. j 

Evidence given by Dr. W. C. Prowse, 
who was called to the scene of the ac- 
cident at about 11.20 a.m. indicated 
that the men were dead w)jen their 
bodies were recovered, only a few 
minutes after the cave-in. He said 
that Jarysto had suffered a fractured 
neck and Watmough a crushed chest, 
However, he said, evary possible 
means had been taken to 1esuscitate 


the men, 
KEFUSED CRIBBING 
Eugene Schmidt, of Edmonton, 


operator of the power shovel for 
Adby Construction Co., which has the 
contract for building the sewer and 
water lines in Brooks for the town, 
testified that he had asked Jarysto 
and Watmough if they required crib- 
bing. Jarysto, whom he described as 
the chief pipe-layer on the project, 
Was said to t.ave refused. 

Schmidt was operating the shovel 
at the time of the accident and saw 
the earth give away and cover the 
men. He said that Jarysto, a fairly 
experienced and competent man on 
the job, had tested the side of the 
trench with a shovel before the two 
commenced laying the pipe, and ap- 
pear:d satisfied it there was no 
danger. There had been no other 
cave-in on that particular stretch of 
ditch, the witnes said. 

S. E. Lester, of Gleichen, foreman 
of the crew, told the jury that there 
wes cribbing material on hand and 
fiwt the practice of the company it 
to install it whenever the men con 
aldered it was necessary. 

“Gerald Cote of Cessford and Ed- 
watd Steinauer, Gleichen employze. 
of the company also gave evidence 
on partieulats of the fatal accident. 

G. F. Davis of Lethbridge, resident 
engineer on behalf of th2 Town \of 
Brooks on the project, described! in 
detail the lovation of ditcshing »per- 
ations at the time of the tragedy. 
Questions were asked the witnesses 
by W. Watmough of Hanna, father

The jury, which deliberated for 
over an hour following the hearing 
returned the following verdict “We, 
the jury, find that Walter Louis 
Watmough and Kazimierz Jarysto 
came to their deaths in the Town of 
Brooks on Sept 21st, 1949, by a cave- 
{n while working in a ditch and being 
crushed by the falling earth, due to 
the fact that there was no cribbing or 
‘shoring placed in the ditch.”

All of its five hydro plants are de- 
pendent upon mountain run-off for 
their water. Last winter the snow- 
fall was lighter than normal and 
since then precipitation in the moun- 
tains has been exceedingly light. The

.n the meantime the water shortage 
is greatly aggravating what would 
nave been a serious crisis even with 
normal river flow, eats 

The company hopes to get ti:rough 
the winter with no serious power ra- 
tioning, but only the weatherman will 
decide. 

In the meantime all possible steam- 
gencrated electricity is being pur-- 
chased, ‘The company is concluding 
a new agreement with Edmonton's 
large new municipal steam plant, 
whereby it will obtain about 90,000,- 
000,000 kilowatt hours in the next 
yean at a cost of about half a mil- 
lion dollars, Further, Calgary Power 
is buying from Canadian Utilities 
steam plants, and from the Letbridge 
plant. It operates the 14,000-kilowatt 
ateam plant in Calgary and is cur- 
rently converting it form a half-coal 
halfgas basis to all-gas, 

The agreement with Edmonton, 
is reciprocal. Calgary Power agre2s 
to supply Edmonton in emergencies. 
During the last emergency, several 
weeks ago, when all of Edmonton was 
suddenly cut off, Calgary Power met 
its commitment, although it had to 
cut dowm the nitrogen plant at Cal- 
gary from 27,000 to 7,000 kilowats to 
do so, 

Although every drop of water in 
Bow is being cerefully conserved and 
utiliged in this emergency, it will 
be recalled that even with low yater 
precipitatiton and light spring run- 
off, the Bow was flowing high and 
fast in May, with much of the run- 
off going right past the several plants 

' and serving no useful purpose any- 
where on its long flight to Hudson 
Bay. If more of that water could 
have been conserved, the shortage 

‘would not be so serious now. - 

It can be consenved in two ways. 
One is by protecting and improving 
the natura] covering where the winter 
snow falls, so the moisture is re- 
leased slowly throughout the whole 
of the summer, The other method, 
more expensive, is to build reservoirs.

Every 
country in the world has a second 
legislative chamber. Even in this 
country before Confederation the 
provinces had legislative councils. 
These councils fe]] away after the cen- 
tral government was formed. 

In Canada the Fathers of Confed. 


eration saw to it that an Upper House 
was formed and clearly stated that 
its function was to be a parliamentary 
trustee of the people. In the Confer- 
ence of Quebec, which was held two 
years before Union was affected, it 
was there determined that this body 
should be nominative and that its 
composition should be territorial and 
not based on the principal of pro- 
portion to population, At present 
regardless of shift in population the 
four western provinces have 24 mem- 
bers, Ontario and Quebec eachi have 
24, The maritimes have 24 and New- 
foudland has six senators, The mari- 
time provinces refused to enter Con- 
federation if the control of parlia- 
ment was in the hands of the majori-

The duty of the senate is therefore 
to see that Provincial Rights as out- 
lined by the Britisty North America 
Act remain inviolate. It is also a 
Court of Review of all legislation, 
patticularly to defend the rights of 
minorities, 

Senators have not the same rank 
and status as have the members of 
the commons, who are elected, They, 
however, do have much more freedom 
of action as they do not depend on the 
wil] of any constituency or party for 
the positions they hold, If senators 
were elected Canada would have two 
houses of equal status and one would 
be unnecessary. 

In the United States the senate is 
elected but the situation is different 
in that the cabinet ministers are not 
members of any chamber. 

The senate has equal functions with 
the House of Commons in every way 
except that money laws or anything 
that results in taxation cannot be 
initiated in the senate, 

The partisan spirit is not in evi- 
dence in the senate but in the commit- 
tees every piece of legislation is very 
carefully reviewed and many amend- 
ments are made.

At the other extremity of the globe lies the Antarctic, which is likewise 
an interesting and important region and it has recently been predicted that 
1950 will in all probability see the greatest activity in Antarctic eXploration 
in the present century. The continent known as Antarctica covers some 
6,000,000 square miles and at the present time at least ten countries are 
believed to be interested in it for purposes of scitntific study, whale fishing 
or territorial expansion.

Their activities will be centred in 
Queen Maude Land, in an area claimed by Norway in 1939, and their re- 
search will be in geology and meteorology, Other nations sending parties 
to Antarctica next year include Argentine and Chile, Japan, the Nether- 
lands, Norway, the Union of South Africa, and Soviet Russia, [ A number 
of these countries have sent whaling expeditions in the past year, and plan 
to continue these operations. The results of the forthcoming explorations 
and scientific studies will doubtless add much to our knowledge of that 
great and remote region, while the whaling activities will benefit those 
countries which participate. The United States has, in the past, suggested 
that the area should be internationalized but so far this proposal has not 
met with widespread favour. However, the activity and interest which is 
anticipated in the coming year may give rise to some international plan 
regarding the future of the Antarctic.

Dutch Farmers 
To Settle In © 
Alberta Next Year 


EDMONTON.—Dr, .i. 8. Tuinman 
of Ottawa, agricultural and immigra- 
tion attache at the Netherlands em- 
bassy, announced that the movement 
of Dutch families to Alberta next 
year would total 2,000. He estimated 
that 10,000 Hollanders would settle 
in Canada compared with 7,000 dur- 
ing ‘this year. Since the Second 
Great War more than 20,000 have 
come to Canada, 

The newcomers, Dr, Tuinman said, 
would be independent farmers but 
owing to restrictions on the move- 
ment of capital, they would be pre- 
vented from bringing funds with 
which to buy land and consequently 
would be employed in various labor- 
ing lines, hoping to accumulate 
funds that would help them to ac- 
quire permanent holdings.

rain Supplies 
Brighter Than - 
First Estimate 


OTTAWA—Canadian supplies 
of coarse grains in 1949-50 may, 
be somewhat brighter than indi- 
cated in the early estimates of 
production, the Bureau of Statis- 
tics reports. 


In its quarterly review of the 
coarse grain situation, the bureau 
said its August 16 preliminary esti- 
mate was based on conditions July 
81, when harvesting of Spring grains 
had not yet become general in major 
producing areas. 

“The outlook may be considerably 
changed when the second estimate of 
Canada’s 1949 grain production is is- 
sued September 15.” f 


Lack of adequate rainfall over 
fairly large sections of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Ontario during 
the critical germination and growing 
periods reduced yields considerably in 
the more seriously affected areas, 

However, yields of Spring grains in 
many sections of Ontario were con- 
siderably above earlier expectations 
and results of the actual harvesting 
Operations in Western Canada could 
change the over-all supply picture 
considerably, the report said, 

The 1948-49 crop. provided for a 
carry-over July 31 of 59,000,000 bush- 
els of oats and 29,000,000 of barley, 
bringing expected supplies for the 
new crop year to 376,000,000 for oats 
and 156,000,000 for barley. 

Prospective fodder supplies for 


1949-50 are well below those of 1948- 
49, the report said. One compensate 
ing factor will be the generally exe 
cellent fodder corn crop which will 
help improve the situation on many 
dairy farms.

Large Crop Of 
Sugar Beets 
In Manitoba 


WINNIPEG.—Manitoba’s 1949 
sugar beet crop will probabl 
exceed 130,000 tons and top a 
previous records, it was learned. 

With more than 15,000 acres under 
cultivation, largely in the area south 
of Winnipeg, the crop is expected to 
top the peak 1942 tonnage of 128,- 
653 from 14,180 acres. It will also 
be well ahead of last year’s 80,500 
tons from 9,500 acres.. 


Provincial government officials 
hope the figure will continue to rise 
in future years. Since it’s inception 
in 1940, the industry has meant an 
average. income of $1,000,000 annual- 
ly to sugar beet farmers, 

Previously held down by wartime 
and post-war labor shortages, the 
industry is expected to double its 
production within the next few years. 
Market for the sugar is largely in 
northwestern Ontario, Manitoba and 
eastern Saskatchewan, 

Officials of the Manitoba Sugar 
Beet company are now negotiat: 
with parts of the northern Unite 
States which may be interested in 
the product, 

Greater availability of-labor, good 
cash income and beneficial effects on 
the soil are given as reasons for 
farmers wishing to expand their 
production in the future,

be purchased in langer quantities, 
fewer shopping trips are required, 
and time and energy saved. 

When purchasing a refrigerator, 
whether it is operated by gas, elec- 
tricity, or ice size should be consid- 
ered, Ttie minimum size for a family 
of two is a six cubic foot refrgera- 
tor. One cubic foot should be added 
for each two additional persons in 
the family. A family of six, for in. 
stance, will reqhire an eight cubic 
foot storage space, 

When storing food keep in mind 
the following points: 

Store foods in covered containers. 

‘Meat, fish or fowl should be cov- 
ered and kept in the ventilated mcat 
keeper, 

If there is not one provided keep 
on platter beneath the freezer with 
a light covering of wax paper. Never 
leave meat in the store wrappings, 

Ground meats, or variety meats 
are highly perishable. Store in freez- 
ing compartment unless used im- 
mediately. 

Wash trim and drain greens be- 
fore storing in crisper, 

Berries need air circulation. Re- 
move from box, spread on tray or 
plate ,and cover with wax paper, Do 
not wash until ready to serve. 

Never store bananas in your re- 
frigerator. 

Do not take up refrigerator space 
with canned foods. They merely re- 
quire chilling before serving. 

Place odor receptive foods (butter, 
cheese, melons) in vapor-proof cov- 
erings,

nor ive box, will be interested in the 
bulletin “The Iceless Refrigeration”.A
